TEAM NOTES AGAINST COLUMBUS 

• Saturday’s match is the 60th all-time regular-season meeting, and the 66th overall meeting, 
between the two clubs ... the overall total also includes five MLS Cup playoff meetings and one 
U.S. Open Cup contest 

• Columbus leads the all-time regular-season series between the two teams, 29-19-11 

• The Crew leads the series in Columbus, with a 16-7-6 advantage in matches played in Ohio, 
including an 11-6-6 mark in matches at Crew Stadium 

• Columbus also holds a 13-12-5 advantage in matches played in Foxborough, including a 7-8-4 
mark at Gillette Stadium 

• Saturday’s match marks the third and final regular-season meeting between the two clubs this 
season ... on July 20, Jose Goncalves scored the game-winner in stoppage time and Diego 
Fagundez added an insurance goal minutes later to give the Revs a 2-0 win Crew Stadium ... 
Fagundez then scored the game-winner in the second meeting as the Revs earned a 3-2 win at 
Gillette Stadium on Oct. 19. 

• A win in Columbus on Sunday would give the Revs their first regular-season series sweep of 
Columbus since 2005 

• New England has won just five times in its last 17 meetings with Columbus dating back to the 
2007 season ... the Revs are 5-8-4 in that stretch 

• The Revs’ last season-series victory over the Crew came in 2006, when the Revolution went 
2-1-1 against Columbus 

• Outside of MLS competition, the Revs are 3-0-3 against the Crew, including MLS Cup Playoff 
(2-0-3) and U.S. Open Cup (1-0-0) matches 

PLAYER NOTES COLUMBUS 

• Chad Barrett is the team’s current leading scorer against Columbus with three goals and three 
assists in 14 games against the Crew... he scored one goal each with the Chicago Fire (2007), 
Toronto FC (2009) and LA Galaxy (2011) 

• Andy Dorman has scored three goals and added three assists against the Crew ... Dorman had 
the game-winning assist in the team’s 3-2 win on Oct. 19 

• Diego Fagundez has scored two goals and added one assist in six appearances against the 
Crew ... Fagundez had the game-winner in the team's 3-2 win on Oct. 19 

• Seven current players have scored one goal against Columbus: Lee Nguyen, Jerry Bengtson, 
Jose Goncalves, Ryan Guy, Dimitry Imbongo, A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney 

• Lee Nguyen has also recorded two assists against the Crew, both coming in the July 20,2013 
win at Crew Stadium 

• Jose Goncalves’ goal was the game-winning goal in stoppage time on July 20 

• Kelyn Rowe and Dimitry Imbongo have both recorded one assist against the Crew

The Revs enter the final weekend of MLS regular-season action in control of their own playoff 
destiny... a win in Columbus on Sunday afternoon in the back end of the home-and-away se¬ 
ries will secure the Revolution's first postseason berth since 2009. ... following the team's win 
over Columbus at Gillette Stadium on Oct. 19, combined with other results around the league, 
the Revs moved back above the “red line" in the Eastern Conference standings and are in the 
fifth and final playoff position entering the final week of play. 

REVS WILL QUALIFY FOR THE MLS CUP PLAYOFFS IF: 

THEY WIN vs. Columbus Sunday 

THEY DRAW vs. Columbus Sunday AND: 

Houston loses or draws at D.C. AND Philadelphia loses or draws vs. Kansas City 
THEY LOSS vs. Columbus Sunday AND: 

Houston loses at D.C. AND Philadelphia loses or draws vs. Sporting Kansas City 

• All scenarios contingent on there being no record-breaking score lines in other games this weekend; the Revs (48 
goals) lead both Houston (39 goals) and Philadelphia (41 goals) in the second tie-breaker (goals scored); and in 
goal differential (the third tie-breaker), the Revs are +10, Houston -1 and Philadelphia -1... totals wins is the fast tie¬ 
breaker, which both Montreal (14) and Chicago (14) currently hold over New England, but New England (13) matches 
with Houston (13) and holds over Philadelphia (12) 

• The Revs could also finish as high as third place with a win over Columbus on Sunday and draws or losses by both

cured in the Eastern Conference, and four of five in the West, the final weekend of play looms 
large for the seven teams still in contention for one of the remaining berths ... the Revolution, 
who sit fifth in the East and in the last playoff spot, are a win - or a combination of results 
around the league - away for their first berth in the MLS Cup Playoffs since 2009. 

THE HUNT FOR “RED LINE” OCTOBER 

The Revs enter the weekend above the “red line” in the fifth and final playoff spot in the 
Eastern Conference ... however, a total of three points separates the teams from third place to 
seventh place with Montreal (49 pts.), Chicago (49 pts.) New England (48 pts.), Houston (48 
pts.) and Philadelphia (46 pts.) all vying for the three remaining playoff spots.

POINTS ADDING UP 

The Revs' win against Columbus on Oct. 19 gave the Revs their 48th point of the season 
... it’s the team’s highest point total since 2007, when the team secured 50 points by going 
14-8-9 in the 30-game season ... the Revolution have the opportunity to add as many as three 
more points in their final game of the season ... a full three points would give the Revs 51 
points, their second-highest point total ever, after the 59-point 2005 season. 

EAST RESULTS HELP BOOST RECORD 

With an 11-7-6 record against Eastern Conference teams so far in 2013, the Revs have 
posted their greatest win total against conference foes in club history ... the previous best 
was nine wins in 1999 (9-11) and 2005 (9-5-4)... the league’s unbalanced, conference- 
heavy schedule has contributed to the Revs’ high win total, but the team’s 11 wins this year 
surpasses the team’s total wins against the East in the last two years combined (nine - 3-6-7 
in 2011 and 6-13-6 in 2012, the first year of the unbalanced schedule). 


FAGUNDEZ’S VERY LUCKY 13 

Diego Fagundez scored his 13th goal - and his fifth game-winner - of the season against 
Columbus on Oct. 19 after being named the team MVP in a pre-game ceremony ... entering 
Sunday's game, Fagundez is riding a three-game point streak (two goals, one assist)... the 
18-year old has also recorded at least one point in seven of his last nine games (six goals, 
three assists) dating back to August 25, 2013. 

... AND CRACKS CLUB TOP-10 SCORING LISTS ... 

Diego Fagundez moved into a tie for 10th place with Andy Dorman (17 goals) on the club 
career scoring chart on Oct. 19 after scoring against Columbus ... the midfielder is now tied for 
eighth in game-winning goals (six) on the club career chart, as well ... Fagundez has enjoyed 
a breakout season with 13 goals and seven assists in 2013 after scoring four goals and adding 
three assists through his first two seasons combined with the Revs. 

... AND BECOMES MLS’ TOP TEENAGE TALENT 

With his 17th career goal on against Columbus on Oct. 19, Diego Fagundez became MLS’ 
highest-scoring teenager in league history ... he entered the game tied with Eddie Gaven, who 
scored 16 goals in his teenage years ... Fagundez now claims the record to himself, and also 
has a full season left to add to his total as he does not turn 20 until February 14,2015. 

BIG NIGHT FROM DORMAN 

Andy Dorman picked a great time to record his first assist of the season ... Dorman stepped 
into a central midfield role in place of the suspended Lee Nguyen (caution accumulation) 
against Columbus on Oct. 19 and had a hand in all three of the team's goals ... he drew the 
foul that led to A.J. Soares' flicked-on header off Kelyn Rowe’s free kick in the 32nd minute, 
and then drew the penalty kick that Chris Tierney converted in the 69th minute ... on the 
game-winning goal in the 76th minute, Dorman whipped in a cross that Diego Fagundez 
converted ... the assist was his first as a Rev since June 16, 2007, also against Columbus ... 
Dorman has made 11 appearances this year, including two starts. 

BALANCED SCORING PAYS OFF 

Defenders A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney scored their first goals of the season in the team's 
3-2 win over Columbus on Oct. 19 ... Soares and Tierney became the 12th and 13th players, 
respectively, to score at least one goal for the Revs this season and the second and third 
defenders to score, as well... Jose Goncalves, the Revs' anchor on defense, has scored 
two goals this season ... for Soares, it was his fourth career goal, all coming off set pieces ... 
Tierney recorded his sixth career goal, and first from the penalty spot. 

REIS STILL UNBEATEN IN 2013 

Matt Reis kept his 2013 unbeaten streak alive as the Revs earned a 3-2 win against Columbus 
on Oct. 19... Reis has posted a 6-0-4 record in 11 appearances in goal this season, while 
registering a league-leading 0.80 goals against average and four shutouts ... additionally, the 
Revs have only allowed more than one goal twice in which Reis has played 90 minutes... his 
10-game unbeaten streak is the second-longest of Reis’ career, one back of his record 11- 
game streak to open the 2005 season (7-0-4, April 2 through June 11, 2005). 

FAMILIAR PLACE FOR REIS 

Now that he has played 900 minutes this season (905 to be exact), Matt Reis now qualifies for 
MLS' leaderboards ... Reis, who has an 0.80 goals against averager, now leads MLS in GAA 
... entering the final game of the regular-season, Reis has a chance to best his previous best 
season GAA (0.96 in 2009). 

GONCALVES CEMENTS PLACE AS DEFENDER, NEWCOMER FRONT-RUNNER 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Switzer¬ 
land's Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored one 
of MLS’ top defenses, and he is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this 
season ... Goncalves has been the team's vocal leader - and club captain - all while helping 
integrating nine different defenders into the Revs’ four-man lineup through 33 games ... a 
mid-season favorite for both MLS Defender of the Year and Newcomer of the Year, Goncalves 
has been continually reinforcing his position as the awards’ front-runner with his recent 
performances. 

FAGUNDEZ GOES GREEN (CARD) 

On Monday morning, the Revs announced that Diego Fagundez, a native of Uruguay, has 
gained permanent resident status from the U.S. government and will now count as a domestic 
player on the Revolution’s roster... with the change to Fagundez’s residency status, the Revo¬ 
lution currently has five players who occupy international spots on the roster: Jerry Bengtson 
(Honduras), Jose Goncalves (Portugal), Dimitry Imbongo (Congo), Saer Sene (France) and 
O’Brian Woodbine (Jamaica)... the Revolution signed Fagundez in November 2010 as the 
team’s first-ever Homegrown player after he spent a year-and-a-half playing with the Revolu¬ 
tion Academy’s youth teams. 





NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT COLUMBUS CREW 


TIERNEY MOVING UP THE CHARTS 

Chris Tierney continues his climb up the Revs' career charts ... now in his sixth MLS season, 
the defender moved into eighth place on the club’s career starts chart, passing Kevin Alston 
(117) with his 118th start against Houston on Sept. 28 ... Tierney is currently ranked in the top 
10 in nine different club career records, including: appearances (eighth, 131), minutes played 
(eighth, 10,537), assists (eighth, 21), game-winning assists (third, 10), corner kicks (third, 216), 
assists per game (fifth, 0.16) and assists per 90 minutes (fifth, 0.18). 

DIEGO DOES IT WITHOUT HELP 

Of Diego Fagundez’s 13 goals this year, all 13 have come from the run of play... looking at 
the league’s top six goal scorers, only Marco Di Vaio (20 goals, all from the run of play), and 
Dominic Oduro (13 goals, all from the run of play) can claim all their goals from the run of play 
... Chicago’s Mike Magee (20 goals, four from PKs), Vancouver’s Camilo Sanvezzo (19 goals, 
four from PKs) and LA’s Robbie Keane (15 goals, five from PKs) - the league’s highest, third 
and fourth-leading goal scorers - have benefited from being their team’s penalty taker. 

FAGUNDEZ FINDS HIS TEAMMATES 

Diego Fagundez has recorded seven assists this season, good for second on the club ... save 
for Robbie Keane and his 11 assists, Fagundez has more assists than any of the league’s top 
six goal scorers this year, and the fourth-highest assist total of any MLS player with 10 or more 
goals this year (Keane -15 goals, 11 assists; Federico Higuan -11 goals, nine assists; Landon 
Donovan -10 goals, nine assists). 

ROWE’S IMPRESSIVE SOPHOMORE CAMPAIGN 

Second-year midfielder Kelyn Rowe has scored seven goals and eight assists in 32 MLS ap¬ 
pearances this year... however, in all competitions - including three U.S. Open Cup games - 
Rowe has scored 11 goals and added nine assists ... as a rookie, Rowe recorded three goals 
and added five assists in 30 MLS appearances. 

YOUNGINSGUNNIN’ 

With five of the team's 11 starters 23 years old or younger last Saturday against Columbus, 
almost half the team’s players were “young guns”... with Diego Fagundez (18), Andrew Farrell 
(21), Kelyn Rowe (21), Scott Caldwell (22) and Juan Agudelo (20) all starting, the Revs fielded 
an incredibly young team where the field players’ average age was 23.8 years old (25.1 years 
old including goalkeeper - and 38-year-old - Matt Reis). 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Two regular Revs starters are products of the team's own MLS youth academy program, and 
Homegrown players overall have been a tremendous boost to the club this year... the Revs’ 
products include Diego Fagundez, (30 games, 2,337 minutes, team-leading 13 goals and 
seven assists) and Scott Caldwell (28 games, 2,164 minutes, two assists), who were signed 
from the Revolution Academy ... Juan Agudelo (acquired via trade from Chivas USA) is a 
product of the New York Red Bull’s Academy and has played 19 games overall (1,312 minutes) 
and scored eight goals and two assists this season ... Fagundez (18 years old) and Agudelo 
(20 years old) have combined to score 19 of the team's 48 goals this year, while Fagundez 
and Caldwell (22 years old) have combined for nine of the team's 44 assists. 

REVS’ HOMEGROWNS PROVIDING LEAGUE’S BEST BANG 

The Revs’ own Homegrown duo of Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell has been this year's 
top-producing Homegrown products of any team’s own currenly-rostered Homegrown players 
... their 13 goals tops all Homegrown players while the pair’s combined total of 50 starts ranks 
second ... the combined 4,501 minutes played ranks second among all teams' Homegrowns 
(Columbus has 56 starts and 4,975 minutes between four players)... additionally, the Revs are 
third in games played (58, to Columbus’s 66 spread over four players and LA’s 62 spread over 
four players), and first in assists with nine. 

CALDWELL COMING THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell has quietly worked his way into the MLS rookie of the year debate with 
unheralded strong, consistent play throughout the season ... Caldwell proved it again against 
Philadelphia on August 25 recording his second assist of the season ... Caldwell, who primarily 
plays as a holding defensive midfielder, played a perfectly weighted through ball to Diego 
Fagundez who finished his eighth goal of the season ... often underrated, his teammates have 
made their case: @juanagudelo (July 17) - “Scott Caldwell is the most underrated midfielder 
in the league. #NERevs” and @2Fast2Farrell (Aug. 18) - “Watching replay of the game last 
night have to say my man @scaldwell15 balled out, doesn't get enough credit for his great 
play #balla". 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 253 appearances, going 92-88-72 and earning 65 shutouts while posting a 
1.32 goals against average with the Revs. 


250 IS THE NUMBER FOR REIS 

Matt Reis made his 250th start in goal as a member of the Revs in New York on Oct. 5 ... 

Reis is second only to Shalrie Joseph in games played (253 to Joseph's 261) and games 
started (251 to Joseph’s 254) as a member of the Revolution ... he made his 250th appear¬ 
ance for the Revs on Sept. 28 ... Reis also owns almost every New England goalkeeping 
record including games played in goal (253), games started in goal (252), minutes played in 
goal (22,607), goals against average (1.32), wins (92), saves (985) shutouts (65) and save 
percentage (72.2)... Reis is in his 16th MLS season, and his 11th with the Revs, after begin¬ 
ning his career with LA in 1998. 

DEFENSIVE ROTATION 

While the Revs continue to post one of the league's best defenses, it hasn’t been because of 
consistency on the field ... a total of nine different players have started and played along the 
defense this year, but the Revolution still rank high in MLS in team defense ... Kevin Alston, 
Darrius Barnes, Bilal Duckett, Andrew Farrell, Ryan Guy, Jose Goncalves, Stephen McCarthy, 
A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney have all played along the backline this season. 

IRONMAN ALERT 

Through week 34 of the 2013 MLS season, Jose Goncalves stands as one of just three 
outfield players who has played every minute for his team this year... Goncalves has played 
2,970 minutes in 33 games, while Jalil Anibaba and Austin Berry (both of Chicago) have both 
played 2,970 minutes in 33 games apiece, as well. 

TWO WAY PLAYER 

Lee Nguyen is one of only two players in MLS to rank in the top 10 in both fouls suffered and 
fouls committed, joining LA's Marcelo Sarvas ... Nguyen is sixth in fouls suffered (63), and 
tied for fourth in fouls committed (62)... Sarvas is MLS' top fouler, committing a league-high 
77 and is tied for ninth in fouls suffered with 61 ... Nguyen missed the Revs’ match against 
Columbus on Saturday, serving a yellow card accumulation suspension. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Four players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a true hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Charlie Davies (Manchester, N.H.), Diego Fagundez 
(Leominster, Mass.), Chris Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all New England products, grow¬ 
ing up in the Bay State or the Granite State ... both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the 
Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players ... Caldwell was the youth teams’ first-ever 
captain and just completed his stellar four-year career at Akron. 

MLS INSIDER: THE GREATEST SAVE 

Goalkeeper Matt Reis makes saves for a living, but on April 15, he made the greatest save of 
his life ... standing at the finish line of the Boston Marathon with his son and family while wait¬ 
ing for his wife, Nicole, to cross, Reis’ family was shocked by the bombings ... his father-in- 
law, John Odom, was critically injured, and Reis helped save his life ... check out the touching
